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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

In response to the Restriction Requirement dated February 25, 2004, applicants elect the 
invention of Group II, drawn to the embodiment of claims 17-26. The election is made with 
traverse. 

At page 2 of the Restriction Requirement, the Examiner invited applicants to distinguish 
between Group 1 (claims 1-16) and Group II (claims 17-26) and stated that the Groups will be 
rejoined if the endpoints of the methods are the same or nearly the same. Both claim 17 and 
claim 1 are directed to the use of a compound that binds to P-Selectin Glycoprotein Ligand-1 
(PSGL-1) on the surface of a T cell and induces a signal transduction pathway that results in the 
death of the T cell. Claim 17 is directed a method of inducing the death of a T cell (of a natural 
killer cell) by contacting a cell with the compound. . The method jof claim 17. thus encompasses- 
the method of claim 1, which is directed to the in vivo prevention or reduction of a T cell- 
mediated immune response by administering the compound to an individual. In light of this 
relatedness between Groups I and II, applicants respectfully request that the Examiner rejoin 
Group I and examine claims 1-16 together with the claims of Group II. 

Applicants also elect the species of (1) autoimmune disease, and (2) type I diabetes. The 
election of species is made without traverse. Claims 1-6 and 10-26 read on the elected species. 
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
